LISHA J. LEE, vice-president of the Pennsylvania Rail- 


road, told the American Mining Congress Saturday 


that the railroad strike must be abandoned. Earlier in the 
Aveek the spokesman of a large body of unionized work- 
ers, W. G. Lee, president of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, announced a somewhat similar conclusion. 
Neither the railroad executive nor the union leader offered 
any suggestions for new legislation, but of the soundness 
of the general conclusion they were sure. 


It cannot be disputed. In all basic industries strikes 


must be abandoned. It has been pointed out time and 
again that a railroad strike or a coal strike is tolerated only 
because it is incomplete. 
A successful railroad strike 


•which entirely ssuspended transportation could not be en- 
dured. It would be suicide for the strikers and their fam- 
ilies as well as for their fellowcountrymen. 
Many would 


starve or freeze if the railroads were completely paralyzed j 
for more than a very brief period. A thoroly effective coal j 
strike would be almost as destructive. 


Since it is-obvious that a successful railroad or coal | 


strike would be well nigh fatal to a large part of the na-j 
tion, it is plain that some substitute for strikes must be de-i 
vised. Elisha J. Lee expressed himself as being in favor of 
liberal wages for'railroad workers and of hours and work- 
ing conditions which are compatible with proper rest, re- 
creation, and the enjoyment of home life.
